INVESTIGATION WILL 
GO ON INDEFINITELY

| WASHINGTON, March 20 (AP) 
| —Senators whose charges of in- 
ifluence peddling in connection 
| with Reconstruction Finance Cor- 
poration loans has stirred up a 
‘political issue, prepared today to 
press their investigation under an 
indefinite extension ‘of the in-

The crew was enthusiastic, but 
the captain, Senator J. William 
Fulbright (Dem.), Arkansas, was 
doubtful. 

Fulbright was overruled by the 
six other members of his Banking 
subcommittee yesterday. He 
bowed to their desire to keep 
searching for evidence of ques- 
|tionable practices in Government 
‘agencies. Fulbright had  an- 
‘nouncec earlier the inquiry would 
‘wind up as scheduled March 31, 
‘a month before tie end of the 
committee’s authority to conduct 
the investigation, because he 
thought an extension would serve 
only political ends. 

In yielding to opinion on his 
committee, Fulbright repeated 
that he personally believes the 
subcommittee already had “served 
its purpose” and has proved the 
charges were accurate—not asi- 
nine as President Truman said. 

Fulbright said Senator Murray 
(Dem.), Montana, who has been 
named in the inquiry, has asked 
for, and been promised a chance 
to testify. 

Former Representative Joseph 
E. Casey (Dem.), Massachusetts, 
named as a member of the so- 
called clique, will be called back 
to explain a complicated federal 
tax deal in which he is involved. 

Casey resigned as Economic 
Stabilizer Eric Johnston’s liaison 
man with Congress yesterday. 
His letter of resignation said he 
was quitting to spare Johnston 
“unmerited embarrassment” in 
connection with the RFC inquiry.

As a medical student at the Univer- 
re. | of Missouri, I feel that I have a 
definite interest in the outcome of the 
question of location of the proposed 
four-year medical school, both as a fu- 
ture physician and taxpayer. Your 
sition favoring Columbia is impenible 
for me to understand. in the light of 
the report by Dr. Harolé 8. Diehl, Dean 
of the University of Minnesota Medical 
School, to the Board of Curators. 

Dr. Diehl stated that a good school 
could be established in either place. As 
far as the school itself is concerned 
(that is considefing medical education 
and not rural health), it appears the 
only difference between the two loca- 
tions is the difference between $24,500,- 
000 and $10,500,000 as an initial invest- 
ment, and between $4,890,000 and 
1,915,000 yearly operating expenses, 
or Columbia and Kansas City, respec- 
tively. This alone should be enough to 
make Kansas City an easy choice, 

Dr. Hendren, the dissenting member 
of thé committee of the Board of Cur- 
ators that investigated the qdestion, 
stated that building the nécessary 1000- 
bed hospital in Columbia would use all 
of the state’s available federal hospital 
construction funds “for several years,” 
and this might hinder the construction 
of the many smaller hospitals in the 
rural areas where they are still needed. 

And Dr. Diehl has concluded that the 
only way to get more rural doctors is to 
have more rural students. It seems to 
me that the $14,000,000 difference 
would go much farther if rural hos- 
pitals were built with it to attract the 
physicians trained in the four-year 
rc lin Kansas City.

cent of their coal from captive mines. But 
access to Ruhr coal by French steel-makers 
seems at least reasonably assured by the fact 
that even that concession leaves 82 per cent, 
as compared with a pre-war total of only 44 per 
cent, of the Ruhr’s coal out of the direct control 
of German steel-makers. 

What needs to be done now is to make sure 
that a failure to enforce decartelization doés not 
result in a repetition of the history of the 1920s 
and 1930s. The people, through their govern- 
ments, should control the pool. The supervisory 
authorities must have the power to make sure 
that the plan will produce the benefits it is 
supposed to achieve. 

The pool should help prevent war among the 
Western European nations, but to do that, it 
must be made impossible for any single nation 
to dominate the continent. It should raise Euro- 
peans’ living standards, but to do that, it must 
be made impossible for the Ruhr barons or 
their Lorraine counterparts to dominate steel 
and coal. The private cartelists, whether singly 
or in national or international association, must 
be prevented from re-establishing their iron 
grip over Western Europe's economy. 

Proper control and administration of the Schu- 
man plan could do those things. Of even greater 
importance if the plan is accepted, there would 
seem to be no turning back to the road of 
national sovereignty in France, West Germany, 
Italy, Belgium, The Netherlands and Luxem- 


bourg. 
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Budget Cuts Come Hard 


After all that has been said in Congress 
against President Truman's budget and about 
how much should be trimmed from it, the 
House Appropriations Committee has now re- 
ported its first money bill. 

The bill makes appropriations for the Post 
Office and Treasury Departments and repre- 
sents about one-tenth of the total budget. If 
accepted by House and Senate, it will reduce 
the deficit now in prospect from $16,496,000,000 
to $16,460,000,000. 

That ts not much. It is in fact a reduction 
in the prospective deficit of about two-tenths 
of one per cent. In other appropriations bills 
to come, representing about nine-tenths of the 
budget, Congress will have to find far greater 
savings than this if it is to come up with 
changes of any significance. 

In view of this beginning. it seems altogether 
unreasonable to suppose that the appropriations 
job will be completed without a very substantial 
deficit in prospect. Yet Congress is doing noth- 
ing whatever about new tax legislation to cover 
that deficit. While present inflation plagues the 
country, Congress pursues a course which can 
only lead to more inflation. 
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A Word From Machiavelli 

There has been a spate of reports in recent 
weeks ‘that a good many Russians are ripe for 
revolt against the Kremlin. There have been 
rather vague stories of trouble already in the 
Ukraine, and of trouble to come in the Turko- 
man Republic and elsewhere. 

That many a Russian is fed up with the Com- 
munist dictatorship we do not doubt for a mo 
ment. In the end, the very best hope of the 
free world may well be an assertion of freedom 
by the Russian people. Meanwhile, however, 
we are a little skeptical about these stories 
which almost always seem to get beyond the 
Iron Curtain through the mouths of exiles. On 
this point, it may be well to bear in. mind the 
counsel of the hard-boiled Machiavelli. Of

Back in 1935, then Senator Hugo Black issued 
a blistering report. Two simiisr reports were 
issued by a House investigating committee under 
Representative Porter Hardy Jr. in 1949 and 
1950. Senator Magnuson of Washington con- 
ducted an investigation about the same time. 
And Comptroller General Warren accused the 
agency of “maladministration and excessive ex- 
penditure of public funds, irregular procedures, 
inaccurate calculations and unjustifiably liberal 
interpretations of statutory language.” Some 
charges were even supported by a commission 
member, Raymond McKeough. 

True, the agency was “abolished.” But it was, 
in effect, recreated in the Department of Com- 
merce, and under the same man whose adminis- 
tration drew so much criticism, Maj. Gen. Philip 
B. Fleming. Now the RFC investigation has 
again brought it into the spotlight. Former 
Representative Joseph E. Casey has told of a 
tanker deal in which a $100,000 investment was 
run into a profit of $2,800,000. 

The record is full of stories of similar deals. 
The commission has been accused of selling 
ships for a song and then buying them back at 
much higher prices after years of profitable pri- 
vate operation. Investigators heard that it in- 
terpreted the law so that a shipping company 
which normally would have paid $13,846,000 in 
taxes actually paid only $570,000. And then 
there are all the instances of American-owned, 
Government-subsidized ships being sailed under 
foreign flags to evade American laws. 

But this is not the place to recapitulate the 
record. The question now is whether, since the 
RFC investigation has called new attention to 
what certainly smells like a scandal, Congress 
will take a closer look and insist that something 
be done. Or does the old seagoing charm still 
work? Will the Washington landsmen again 
shrug their shoulders and look away? 
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Contrast 

With a goodly section of the American press 
declaring day in and day out that Secretary 
of State Acheson—or, for that matter, any other 
member of the Administration—can do nothing 
right, it is interesting to reflect on the British 
press comment on the departure of Ernest Bevin 
from the Foreign Office and his succession by 
Herbert Morrison. 

For example, The Economist, a rather severe 
critic of the Labor government, says that Mr. 
Bevin has been “a great national asset.” It 


also says that.Mr. Morrison will be “a great 


advantage” to the Foreign Office. 

The Spectator, another critic of the Laborites, 
declares that “Mr. Bevin will be remembered 
as a great Foreign Minister, and the more so 
if he or anyone else some day discloses the 
various uriseen difficulties he had to cope with.” 
And it also praises his successor. 

As a matter of fact, most British dailies and 
weeklies have taken just about the same line. 
Would the American press, especially the oppo- 
sition press, do likewise in the case of Mr. 
Acheson? Can it be that some American editors 
still have. something to learn from the British 
about political maturity? 
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A Grand Jury’s Opportunity 

For the time being, at least, Circuit Judge 
Edward F. Bareis has decided against a special 
prosecutor in Madison county to investigate the 
administration of former Sheriff DaHas T. Har- 
rell. Mr. Harrell, it will be remembered, is the 
official who told the Kefauver committee that 
he made it a general practice not to concern 
himself with commercialized gambling in cities. 

This does not mean that the new Madison 
county grand jury's only reliance is on State's 
Attorney .Austin’ Lewis, who himself is a 
party to the system of periodic fines for big 
handbook and bingo operators and others of 


_ the gambling gentry. The grand jufty is its own 


boss. Its powers are broad and its. authority is 
far-reaching. 

Indeed, Judge Bareis himself recognized this

I was “one of the happy people” 
in Budapest by keeping me busy 


singing over Radio Budapest. 
Four months ago an Italian 
newspaper reported I had fled 
Hungary.

Radio Budapest summoned me to 
the station to deliver a prepared 
speech telling how glad I wag to 
be right there in Budapest, and

I refused to deliver the speech. 
The next day all Hungarian news- 
papers were ordered to stop pub- 
licizing my name. Later I was 
told my programs in the future 
would consist only of Stalin 
marches and Soviet cantatas. 

Fans asked why I was not in 
pictures. The answer came back 
in the Communist press. “Because 
Karady tries to act like a queen, 
and queens are dead.” 

There is not a professional per- 
former in Budapest who can help 
but feel that despite all their 
driving efforts, the Communists 
cannot force audiences to react 
spontaneously to Soviet propa- 
ganda. 

Audiences do not want to hear 
songs dedicated to factory sew- 
ing machines—that is the subject 
of one current “hit”—or-see plays 
about the “heroic woman’ who 
turned informer on her husband 
because he listened to the Voice 
of America. They like to hear 
“Stardust,” and to see “South Pa- 
cific’ would make them much 
happier. 

Perhaps that is why “Education 
Minister Revai ordered theater 
managers to see to it that au- 
diences “respond spontaneously” 
to pro-Soviet propaganda. Some- 
one has to see to it.

IT SEEMS to me that health 
services, if properly administered, 
should not be in the schools at 
all. They should be under Public 
Health. They should begin with 
prenatal care and continue all the 
years of a child’s growth. 

Secondly, transportation is 
something that should come out 
of the regular tax budget in 
either a rural or an urban com- 
munity. 

In the case of school lunches, 
these usually are provided by the 
PTAs or an outside welfare or- 
ganization with the help of sur- 
plus foods from the Department 
of Agriculture. It seems to me 
this provision is a welfare activity 
and not a school activity. 

Free books, on the other hand, 
are a school activity and should 
not be given to any but public 
schools.

In a flag-draped hall at Valley 
Forge, Pa., not far from where 
Gen. George Washington and his 
troops spent the heart-breaking 
winter of 1776, the Freedoms 
Foundation, a non-profit, non-po- 
litical, nonsectarian group char- 
tered in 1949 to honor Americans 
who strive for freedom and the 
American way of life, awarded 
on Washington’s birthday $100,- 
000 to more than 800 American 
individuals and organizations. 
Among the first 10 of the honor- 
award recipients, O’Keeffe and 
Trell were signally honored for 
their patriotic services in the 
vivid telling of American history 
through the medium of the car- 
toon strip “Dick's Adventures.” 


O'Keeffe and Trell believe that 
their lessons in American his- 
tory, disguised as “Dick’s Adven- 
tures,” have tickled the palate of 
American youngsters because of 
a simple technique they employ. 

“We've taken the pomposity 
out of historical characters and 
made them real guys,” says 
O'Keeffe. 

When the two teamed up to 
write and draw “Dick’s Adven- 
tures,” neither O’Keeffe nor Trell 
was much of a student of Ameri- 
can history. Today they’re ex- 
perts. 

“And.” says Trell, “the more 
I dig into American history the 
more humble I feel. The more 
research I do the more-I love 
my country. Ours is a heritage 
beyond belief.”

HEN “Dick’s Adventures” 
W came into their lives, both 

O’Keeffe and Trell were al- 
ready veterans of successful ca- 
reers. But nothing, they agree, 
ever brought to them the satisfac- 
tion they now get out of playing 
school teacher in disguise and 
telling the story of American his- 
tory through the eyes and dreams 
of Dick, their adventurous young-, 
ster. 

Neil O’Keeffe, the artist of the 
team, was born in Creston, Ia., 
on April 19, 1893. 

“I guess,” says O'Keeffe, “that 
I got something of the feeling of 
the drama of American history 
when I was very young. My 
father was an officer in the regu- 
lar army, Col. John O'Keeffe. 
One of my earliest memories is 
of hearing him tell of command- 
ing the company that buried Gen. 
George Custer after that cele- 
brated hero’s last stand.” 

Col. O’Keefe retired from the 
Army when Neil was still a child 
and the family moved to St. 
Louis, where the artist-to-be at- 
tended St. Margaret’s School, Mc- 
Kinley High and Washington Uni- 
versity Art School. 

“Actually,” says Neil, “I wanted 
to be a writer, not an artist. I 
got a job as co boy on the 
St. Louis Repu ‘and dreamed 
of becoming the world’s greatest 
reporter until one day I hap- 
pened to see the pay check of 
one of the artists in the Repub-

lic’s art department. I was im- 
pressed and promptly went 
around to the Post-Dispatch and 
asked for a job in the P.-D. art 
department. I got it and after 
a year of doing odd art jobs like 
putting borders on photographs, 
I moved to the Chicago Tribune, 
where I did advertising layouts.”

FTER leaving the Chicago 

Tribune, Neil's progress was 

swift and sure. He put in 
three years on a St. Paul news- 
paper and in 1921 was summoned 
to New York to do-the comic 
panel, “Metropolitan Movies,” for 
the old World. During the °20s, 
his stock as a magazine illustrator 
hits its peak. For a time he did 
every drawing that appeared in 
the popular “Adventure” maga- 
zine and developed a style that 
is today copied by many artists 
for pulp periodicals. 

In his long career as an illus- 
trator, Neil illustrated more than 
100 children’s books, did illustra- 
tions for Colliers, American 
Magazine, The American Weekly, 
Woman's Home Companion, True, 
Liberty Magazine, Cosmopolitan, 
Country Gentleman and many 
others. He has done the art work 
for advertising campaigns for big 
cigarette, oil, coffee and liquor 
companies, but today Neil de- 
votes himself full time to the 
drawing of “Dick’s Adventures.” 


Married to a former Galveston 
(Tex.) girl, Margaret Skinner, one- 
time fashion editor of the old 
World, Neil is the proud papa of 
two daughters, Nan, a sophomore 
at Sweet Briar College, and Mar- 
garet, who attends high school in 
New Rochelle, N. Y., where. the 
O’Keeffe’s have lived for 15 
years.

“Max has a Cecil B. DeMille 
complex,” Neil laughs. “If young 
Dick is mixed up in some battle, 
Max has always got that battle 
covering 4000 acres of land cov- 
ered by millions of men. When I 
ask him how I’m going to get all 
that in the picture, he just says, 
do it with dots.” 


Max Trell, a tall, bustling and 
friendly gent, is one man who has 
done what many men have threat- 
ened but failed to do. In the late 
twenties Max quit his job and 
went off to roam the world pure- 
ly for fun and relaxation. Then 
only recently married to the for- 
mer Bluma Popkin, who was then 
a promising young attorney and 
who is now a teacher of Greek 
and Latin at Hunter College, Max 
consigned his desk to the devil 
and for two years with his bride 
wandered all over Europe. 


“In those days,” he says, “it 
was possible to live in Europe on 
practically nothing. We financed 
the whole trip out of a series of 
bedtime ctories I had written, 
called ‘Shadow Stories for Chil- 
dren.’ 


Born in New York on Sept. 6, 
1900, the son of an immigrant 
Turkish blacksmith, Max attended 
New York public schools and 
worked his way through Columbia 
University, earning his tuition 
partly by acting as an extra in 
several theatrical productions such 
as Morris Gest's “Mecca” and the 
Shuberts’ “In the Night Watch.” 


After leaving college, his first 
job was on the Bronx Home News 
and then he moved to Zit’s, the 
celebrated theatrical newspaper. 
At Zit’s in those days, Max 
rubbed elbows with such men as 
Mark Hellinger, Sam Marx and 


. Aben Kandel, but heady as the 


atmosphere was he moved in 1926 
to the New York Daily News. 
After a couple of years on gen- 
eral assignments, he was offered 
a job with First National Pictures. 
When First National was absorbed 


he sold a novel, “Lawyer

which was made into a movie 
starring Joan Blondell and Wil- 
liam Powell, and then moved to 
California to work as a script 
writer for various studios. 


It was in between jobs that 
Max wrote the “Shadow Stories,” 
got married and took off for the 
two years of wandering around 
Europe. Home, broke but happy, 
Max promptly took on the job 
of writing the story for the strip 
“Secret Agent X-9” and landed 
a berth on “Pictorial Review” as 
associate editor. He ghost-wrote 
Shirley Temple’s “Life and 


Times” which sold, as a 10-cent [ 


book, more than 400,000 copies, 
as well as an even more success- 
ful sequel, “Now I am Eight.” 
During this past war, Max 
served~as a captain in the Signal 
Corps, making morale films for 
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distribution to defense plants. In 
1949 he did the script for the 
educational movie “Climbing the 
Matterhorn,” which won an Oscar 
in its field. 

Writing the story for “Dick's 
Adventures” is to Max Trell's 
scholarly mind something like 
good red meat. Shortly after the 
strip began he realized that his 
appetite for American history 
was growing into a passion. 

“It’s like taking dope,” he says. 
“The more you read of the his- 
tory of America, the more you 


Trell and Neil 
O'Keeffe have found more than 
generous financial remunera- 
tion in “Dick's Adventures.”
